He 
devoted  a  third  of  his  message  to  a 
detailed  argument  for  the  Impo- 
sition of  new  taxes  upon  persons 
who  receive  inheritance.*;  In  addition 
to  those  already  levied  on  estates. 
Passing    on    accumulated  wealth 

days,  he  Argued,  was  as  out  of  line 
with  general  Ideas  as  was  the  suc- 
cession of  kings  to  the  thirteen 
colonies  in  1776.  The  House  agreed. 
But  the  Senate  bucked,  and  the, 
final  bill  included  no  inlimtanre 
taxes.  It  wa.s  understood,  though, 
that  the  President  wotOd  8^  the 
bill  Just  the  same. 

In  its  final  form,  the  bill  would 
increase  the  surtaxes  on  that  por- 
tion of  all  individual  net  incomes 
over  $50,000  The  present  ra*^  lor 
In.stanre,  Is  30  per  cent  on  that 
part  of  the  income  between  $50,000 
and  $56,000.  The  new  blU  Increase* 
that  to  31  per  cent. 

On  that  part  of  income  b.-^tween 
$1,000,000  And  $2,000,000.  the  present 
.surtax  is  59  per  cent,  the  highest 
rate.  The  new  bill  raises  the  levy 
on  that  to  73  per  cent,  and  applies 
a  maximum  76  per  cent  tax  to  all 
income  over  $5,000,000. 

At  present.  $50,000  of  an  estate  is 
exempt  from  taxes,  nnd  the  first 
$10,000  over  the  exemption  i-  taxed 
1  per  cent.  The  hew  bill  drops  the 
eMmption  to  $40,000  and  boosU  th 
initial  rate  to  3  per  cent.  In  place 
Of  the  pre.sent  maximum  of  60  per

COLOR  BLINDNESS 


New  prohlema  are  offered  to  those  suffering 
from  color  blindness  by  the  hicreaslng  uae  of 

light  signals  In  controlling  traffic  The  Medical 
Research  Council  in  Great  Britain  has  been 
making  an  Investigation  into  color  blindneaa, 
particularly  In  relation  to  that  croup  of  persons 
with  defective  color  aeose  known  as  "dlchro- 
Luitlcs."  Their  basis  of  color  la  a  formation  of 
two  primary  tint*  mstcari  of  the  usual  three 
Through  the  use  of  special  apparatus  the  Medi- 
cal Research  CounelTlias  obtained  certain  data 
which  have  been  submitted  to  a  mathematical 
analysis.  From  this  It  seems  clear  that  the  so- 
called  color-blind  person  of  the  dichromatic  type 
has  a  normal  sensation  for  blue,  but  has  diffi- 
culty over  red  and  green.  Now  red  and^  green  are 
the  basic  traffic  signals,  and  yet  in  color  blind- 
ness the  color  sense  for  one  of  these  may  be  <m- 
tlrely  absent,  reduced  or  magnified,  or  possibly 
a  color  sense  for  red  and  green  may  be  fused. 
The  Reisearch  Council  has  made  different  subdi- 
visions of  two-color  people.  Some  are  "Prota- 
nopes,"  some  "Deuteranopes"  and  some  Trfta- 
nopes."  The  latter,  however,  arc  rare  tnd  their 
defect  la  due  to  dlaease  of  the  eye.

In  the  phenomenon  of 
Natjure  there  are  times  when  the  maas  eonacioua- 
neaa  appears  to  exercise  a  despondent  Judgment. 
When  there  is  pessimistic  acquiescence  In  human 
weakness.  There  have  been  more  than,  a  few 
evidencrfi  »f  this  in  latter  years. 

Qperatlng  through  all  Nature  there  Is  a  law 
of  compenaatioh  which  takes  in  the  life  of  man 
In  its  balance.  It  afTocts  him  In  hl.s  outlook  on 
the  condition*  through  which  he  Is  passing;  It 
has  to  do  with  both  his  body  and  hla  soul.  .Some- 
times it  .seems  a.s  if  he  dl.scards  the  exercise  of  will 
power  and  sinks  down  before  the  forces  of  clr- 
cumatancea  Instead  of  acting  the  role  of  con- 
queror. Such  a  iiiaii  is  the  victim  of  his  own 
weaknesses.  He  has  not  plumbed  the  depths  of 
hla  spirit  and  found' the  resources  that  dwell 
therein.  He  has  not  thought  clearly  on  the  i.ssues 
of  life,  and  so  there  Is  lack  of  faith  through  dis- 
traction; there  Is  want  of  confidence  betauae  of 
failurf  to  exercise  sclf-di.sciplinr ,  there  Is  no 
■eeklng  after  the  goal  of  hope  because  discourage- 
ment ^ars  concentration  of  purpose.  It  la  a  ea«e 
of  beci  n,  :  i:  .i  \  '  :  of  his  own  feelinR.s  and  the 
plaything  of  public  opinion.  The  man  who  suc- 
cumbs to  the  victimisation  of  eireumatancH  Is 
the  one  who  mistakes  the  shibboleths  of  conven- 
tion for  the  realities  of  life. 

A  need  In  all  times  Is  that  of  clear  thinking  on 
tlie  spiritual  plane.  Such  a  purpdse  is  rendered 
hard  where  It  Is  considered  that  mere  acquire- 
ment of  the  world's  goods,  or  a  sufflclency  of 
them,  promotes  a  certain  amount  of  material  ease 
and  win  bring  happiness.  That  Is  measuring  life 
by  material  values  without  giving  any  considera- 
tion to  Its  spiritual  mainspring.  Thf  deepest 
thinkers  are  persuaded  that  much  thi^t  U  wrong 
with  the  world,  much  that  lies  at  the  root  of  the 
present  restless  mentality,  is  due  to  lack  of 
sustained  and  clear  thinking.  Men  arc  making 
anap  Judgments;  they  are  embracing  new 
theorlt;«;  they  arc  leeklng  any  p  •  .1;  the  storm 
of  adverae  circumstances.  They  do  nut  meditate 
enough  on  what  it  la  that  makes  life  most  worth 
living,  but  in.stead  are  caught  up  in  the  glamor,^  Portland 
and  distractions  of  business  and  pleasure,  in  I 
aociai  and  family  demands  and  in  abstractions 
Whl01  tend  to  destroy  their  power  of  tlunivhl 

It  la  only  a  life  In  which  the  dominating  factor 
la  the  religious  outlook  with  its  loyalty  to  the 
moral  law  that  induces  faith  now  ami  in  the 
future.  When  faith  comes  Into  Its  own  there  is  a 
aattafyinff  knowledge  that  wlp^  out  supmene.ss. 
that  gives  spiritual  enthusiasm,  ofal  makes  its 
poaaeaaor  both  prudent  and  bold.  It  is  the  true 
■rttftm  of  happiness',  and  the  power  that 
beyond  all  other  powers,  enables  man  to  face  the 
world  and  alllts  ramifications  with  courage  and 
•ndvrtfiee.  Tnat  ranh,  too.  gives  respite  from 
the  rush  to  get  somewhere  and  to  do  something 
Hhich  la  80  characteristic  of  the  age.  It  discovers

Work  is  proceeding  at  full  speed  to  restore 
to  Wilhelmshaven  its  pre-war  glory  as  '  a 
great  navAl  port.  The  shipyards  and  port  area 
are  being  fortified  with  a  special  view  to  air 
attacks.  Six  spenal  stations  for  throwing 
smoke- screens  over  the  naval  area  have  al- 
ready been  completed,  and  a  number  more 
are  under  congtVuction. 

'liiese  are  to  work  m  i  onjiinrtion  with  the 
most  modern  antT-airr raft  artillery  and  highly 
sensitive  detectors  for  discovering  the.  ap- 
proach of  aircraft  from  afar. 

Submarine  Port 

THE  Wilhelmshaven  submarine  port  is 
being  reconstructed,  and  it  it  reported 
that  the'forhier  siibmannr  l>,4se  of  Heligoland 
will  toon  be  similarly  made  ready. 
*  Other  measures  of  precaution  at  Wilhelms- 
haven include  the  placing  of  all  oil  tanks  un- 
derground, and  the  ronsfruetion  of  a'  system 
of  deep  wells  hiindrrds  of  frrt  deep  to  assure 
the  city's  water  supply  should  the  ordinary 
waterworks  be  aestroycd  by  bombardment. 

Wilhelmshaven  shipyards  are  constantly  > 
InrreaiiiiR  their  staffs  and  at  present  employ 
morr  tl  an  K  (i(Ki  nien.  with  a  prospect  of  soon 
reaching  thr  pre  war  figure  of  12,000  work- 
ttf.  .Mainlv  larger  ships  are  being  built  here, 
while  the  Kiel  shipyards  are  maiiiK  concen- 
trating on  submarines  .\t  present  Wilhelms- 
haven is  fitting  the  "pocket  battleship'* 
Deutschland  with  special  oil  tanks  designed 
to  let  the  oi^  escape  into  the  See  if  the  tanks 
are'  hit  bv  shells  and  thus  minimizing  the 
danger  of  fire. 

This  artuity  at  Wilhelmshaven  is <  paral- 
leled at  other  German  ports  both  on  the 
North  Sea  and  the  Baltic.

much  as  ever  above  the  phlegmatir  region  of 
mere  "pail  of  water "  conceptions  At  the 
Mme  time  it  ntust  be  allowed  that  we  our- 
selves have  been  asrending  in  the  scale  of 
ideas,  or,  to  speak  more  correctly,  the  Eng- 
.  lish  nomenclature  has  been  swelling  w  ith  t^he 
.phrases  of  pomposity,  and,  with  respect  to 
the  names  of  traveling  conveyances,  our  Tele- 
graphs and  Highflver-s.  hke  the  French  ap- 
pellatives of  L'Eclair  and  VelonK  re,  "profess 
more  than  they  perform."  if.  ind-ed,  there 
be  any  meaning  at  all  in  the  word  Velocifere. 
whirh  seems  to  set  derivation,  or  at  least 
perspicuity,  at  defiance. 

In  a  vehicle  so  named,  however,  did  we 
•  take  har  place  this  morning  for  Paris;  and. 
inaMiiuth  as  swiftness  of  motion  is  implied 
by  the  term,  it  had  nut  its  name  for  noth- 
ing" At  five  o'clork.  a4  we  gall'^iT-l  .V'  nk- 
the  <-|uavs.  we  found  thcnf.llready  thrunged 
with  people,  and  the  lotid  cracks  of  our  pos- 
tillion's whip  werr  Mifnriimcs  too  nine  h  like 
"a  word  and  a  blow,  when  the  blow  iome<( 
first."  for  they  soun<lcd  a  fearfifl  signal  pi 
almost  inevilalile  and  lata!  mishap  to  the  fool 
passengers,  who,  on  their  side,  appeared  to 
j|Wait  the  near  appri.arh  ol  d.inKrr  with  a 
Mngfroid  exceeded  only  by  the  adroitness 
with  which  they  critically  avoided  it.  But  in 
thus  triiiptiiiK  destruction,  it  is  to  be  feared 
they  must  ottrn  meet  the  fate  they  so  wan- 
tonly brave.  This  temerity  or  carelessnc* 
of  foot  passengers,  in  continuing  to  be  in  the 
way  of  oiir  wheels,  prevails,  through  the. 
whole  fiiie;  in  Iraiirr,  FUndrrs  and  Hol- 
land they  arc  all  alike  obstinate  and  fool- 
hardy. At  first  it  used  to  put  me  in  a  cold 
sweat,  afterwards  in  a  passion;  but  custom, 
"that  breeder  of  habits."  soon  made  me  mind

Th«  Sons  of  Want 

FROM  the  Barriere,  at  the  foot  ot  Mount 
St.  Catherine,  the  road  leads  up  a  long 
and  steep  ascent.  Here  a  deploralile  army 
of  beggars  were  ready  at  their  post,  impl-.rmg 
charity  irt  their  usual  strain  of  ippcal  to  our 
love  of  that  lUing  Whose  power  is  only 
e<|uallcd  by  His  bcin  tuence;  or  for  that  guilt- 
less Intercessor,  Who  p.irtook  the  sufferings 
in  obtaining  the  -redemption  of  mortality. 
The  imprjrtuniiy  of  these  "sons  and  daugh- 
ters ot  V.  .int"  \\.is  not  llu-  U'-s  siu  <  (  ''^lnl  for 
ihe  sliock  which  their  ;ii>pcaraiKe  g-ive  to 
our  feelings.  .More  miserable  objects  I 
scarcely  ever  beheld:  the  gre.<ter  portion 
wrie  <  rip|)lcs^lisgn>lin>;lv  eloi|iient  in  the 
iiMiMMiless  exposition  oi  e\rrv  vpr>  its  of 
deformity  aiid  mutilation;  and  those  wlm 
followed  our  carriage,  with  squalid  forms, 
on!',  h.ilf  i  ..\rr(d  uith  rags.  an<l  with  visages 
iiipprd  into  li\id  p.ilrne>S'  bv  the  keen  tOOth 
ol  the  morning  air,  looked  more  like  ghostt 
than  "habitants  o'  the  earth." 

Our  Velocifere,  though  not  so  large  and« 
lir.nv  as  the  rointnon  diliKetu  r.  was  never- 
theless (as  compared  with  what  we  ate  accus- 
tomed, to  on  the  otheir  side  of  the  water)  a 
verv  ihimsy  concern.  Nothing  ran  be  more 
disMiiiil.ir  than  the  two  countries  are  in  this 
partirnl.ir.  If  a  l-reiuh  [)ostillion  w  ilrl  find 
himself  out  of  bis  latitude  in  the  manage^, 
ment  of  four-in-hand  from-the  box  of  an 


English  stage,  "Master  Coachee"  would  be 

scarcely  "more  up  to  the  mark"  ni  filling  the 
place  of  his  Gallican  brother  ot  the  whip." 

The  technical  skill  of  each  is  sattkd  to  their 
respective  services;  the  former,  perhaps, 
possesses  iiinrc  fertility  of  expedient  in  cases 
of  accident;  the  l4.tter  is  more  methodically 
attentive  to  the  means  of  preventing  them. 
The  jack  boots  are  now  a,s  often  omitted  as 
in<  Iiifled  in  the  cpiestrian  appointments  of 
Monsieur  Ic  i'ostillion.  During  the  ditfercnt 
changes  between  llouen  and  Paris,  we  noticed 
only  two  pairs  used  in  our  administration. 
Preposterous  as  is  the  appearance  of  these 
wood  and  leather  leg-trunks,  their  ntihtv 
consists  in  giving  more  pcrpcndictilar  weight 
(phis  de  plomb)  to  the  rifler;  consequently 
a  firmer  sf.it    .ind  in  fnrni'-liinK  iirotei - 

tion  to  the  le^s  and  thi^;hs.  in  the  event  ci  a 
horse  falling.  In  the  generality  of  our  posttl- 
lioivs  and  drivers  there  is  a  respectable  smart- 
ness of  dress;  which  bespeaks  'a  :pride  and 
l  omplacrncv  in  their  \(i(ation:  tlie  ! n  mi  h- 
man  is  more  frequently  shabfiy.  ne\er  neat, 
and  often  inconsistently  fine.  Now  and  then 
we  met  with  a  garcon  de  bonne  fortune,  in 
his  jacket  of  royal  blue,  faced  with  scarlet. 
•  birn  potidre,  a>  compli'.hed  with  n  li  .;i',nit 
before  and  a  club  pigtail  that  drummed  into 
his  back  the  flqur  and  grease  with  which  it 
h.'^d  been  a'^siflnmis'v  fillrrl.  nne  <  oiild  not 
possibly  look  at  him  without  thinking  of 
La  Fleur., 

A  French  Diligence 

'HF^  build  and  set-out  itl  a  French  dili- 
gence have  repeatedly  hern  described 


with  great  minuteness  of  detail  by  Various 
tourists:  the  ponderositv  of  the  m.icliine  and 
the  "beggarly  account"  of  ropes  and  chains 
that  serve  for  harness  and  traces,  with. huge 
caparison  of  shec;>^kin  collars,  are  character- 
istics which  rctnaiii  as  they  formerly  were, 
and  will  probably  continue  to  be.  The, 
vehiile  i^  dra\'.ii  l'\  live  hor'^es-  two  .it  the 
wheels  (one  is- ridden  by  the  postillion)  and 
three  leaders  abreast.  Whether  this  be  one 
more  than  used  to  be  allowed  to  the  pnhlic 
carriages  escapes  my  recollection,  but  the 
rate  of. traveling  is  considerably  more  r\pr- 
ditipus  tlian  formerly,  and.  sometimes,  indeed, 
most  tremendotisly  rapid.  The  "leathern 
( onveitienc  v"  in  front,  lalled  the  caliriolet, 
merits  the  comilieiidati<ni  of  tiir  traveler,  in- 
as-much  as  it  combines  w  ith  tiie  comfort  and 
.security'  of  an  inside  place  the  advantage  of 
enabling  him  at  pleasure  to  view  the  country 
and  Mih.ile  the  Irish  air.  .\  huge  apron, 
hpoked  up  by  a  niassy  bar,  keeps  all  close, 
and  leaves  only  the  head  and  neck  exposed; 
an<l,  should  rain  or  diist.  or  the  approach  of 
ni^ht,  rc'iuire  the  pa-tenners'  further  pruter- 
tioii.  the  ciliri'ilet  is  luniished  with  leatlier 
curtains  having  gla/ed  eyelet  holes,  and  thus 
external  inconvenience  is  shut  nut  without 
e\i!iidiiin  liniit.  Hv  enp.if.;ing  this  sit tion. 
winch  we  Kcnerally  did  from  pictcreiue.' 
e(<vnoin\'  is  at  the  same  time  consulted:  it 
holds  three  persons,  of  whom  Monsjeur  le 
C'onducteur  is  always  ctir  ex  .officio.  This 
persciKigr  coj  r  e  spi  .mU.  in  some  measure, 
with  our  guard.  His  duties  are  of  a  very 
extensive  responsibility;  he  reflates  every- 


thing, the  cha.iging  of  horses  (ia  which  he 
personally  employs  himself)  and  also  the 
saictv  and  accommodation  of  the  passengers, 
and^security  of  their  luggage  and  property  in 
general. 

Conductor's  Condvcf 

OVR  conductor  troiy  Rouen  was  an  un- 
commonly strong  and  active  man.  of 
middTe~8tature.  and  well  made;  he  had  evi- 
dently been  a  hus_^ar  or  dragoofi— there  was 
about  him  all  that  reserve,  blunt  and  uiicon- 
eiliatory  manner  which  peculiarly  marks  the 
soldierv  of  the  liiionaparte  school  His  alert 
and  bcdd  conduct,  however,  continually -ex- 
cited our  admiration.  While  tlic  carriage 
was  going  at  full  speed  he  would  jump  from 
the  roof,  refasten  a  trace  of  a  rein,  and  re- 
mount with  celerity  to  his  t'ornur  Mtiiatioii. 
But  for  his  prompt  exertions  on  sonic  occa- 
sions. I  believe  we  should  not  have  escaped 
without  a  casiiallv.  there  are  so  manv  "tags 
and  jags"  left  unnundcd.  pins  uiiscicwcd,  and 
etceteras  ol  wear  and  tear  unrepaired.  Fre- 
quently we  were  galloping  down  steep  hills, 
in  order  to  give  an  impetus  to  onr  vehicle  in 
ascending  ihe  nc\t  eniineiue.  and  in  the 
plains  our  postillions' wpuld  put  their  .\oriu.ui 
ateed^  so  much  on  their  mettle  as  to  set  the 
!M,)se  pel. hies  on  the  jiavc  flying  against  our 
faces  in  volleys  that  wnuld  have  pelted  our 
eves  out  hail  not  the  hliinls  of  om  cabriolet 
been  precipitately  drawn  in  iur  defence. 

Normandy  has  long  been  esteemed  to  pro- 
dui  e  the  best  breed  I'l  li  T-i  s  oi  an\  I'rovince 
of  France.  Those  on  our  road  were  excellent 
of  theiV  kind,  something  between  a  Suffolk 
riinch  .tnd  a  riding  hacknrv.  .\s  they  are 
permitted  KmiT'^'lv  to  retain  the.inte^ity 
of  their  physical  powers,  it  is  no  matter  of 
wonder  tiiat  they  should  prove  full  of  friski- 
ness  and  sjiirit;  but  they  have  also  the  merit 
ni  rtomg  Thr  ■n-tsrk  e»t  \hr-  ri*»i\  f  st? rm»4v  w»ll. 
The  French  postillions  do  not  usually  deserve 
good  horses:  from  thoughtlessness,  vanity 
or  crueltv  of  disposition.  Utey  too  often  sub- 
ject that  most  useful  animal  to  extreme  ill 
usage:  every  village  must  l>c  entered  and 
quitted  at  a  gallop,  though  perhaps  the 
greater  part  of  the  road  is  obliged  to  be  crept 
over  bv  the  [loor  brutes,  to  whom  such  fits 
and  starts  of  swlftnes^  are  very  erhaiisting. 
In  Eifgland.  though  horses  are  worked  hard, 
and  sometimes  too  severely  pressed,  yet  they 
are  regularly  fed  and  carefully  groomed;  but 
in  France  thev  are  m.Tdr  t..  i<el  more  tre 
quently  the  smarting  of  the  untired  whip  than 
the  nutrition  ol  good  provender  or  the  re- 
freshment* of  the  curry  comb. 

Racing  en  Hw  Kead 

THF  practice  which  f  •  it-  dangerous 
consec|uenees  is  so  justly  reprobated  in 
England,  viz.,  that  of  racing  on  the  road,  is 
very  prevalent  here.  We  had  a  grand  con- 
test of  this  kind  with  a  eouple  of  men  in  a 
single  liorfc  cut;  they  )iapi>ened  to  have  the 
lead  of  us  and  made  an  object  to  keep  it. 
Our  postiHi6n.  going  at  the  rate  of  eight  miles 
ai.  hour,  found  himse.lf,  still-  dusted  by  the 
li'iggy  and  one  This,  as  a  Courier  Roval. 
he  I'liisideied  to  I'r  infra  '!ig  n<i'\  Ik  ir-nKe'l 
not  to  submit  to  the  nuisance.  Crack,  crack, 
crack,  went  his  whip;  eo.  peo,  peo  (French 
piistilli'  ii  s  (all  to  his  horse)  and  his  lifirses' 
weir  in  a  gallop;  the  stones  beRan  to  (1\-  in 
our  faces;  \v  e  rould  only  reconnoitre  through 
the  little  windows  of  our  curtain.  Still  the 
cart  kept  ahead,  and  the  impiident  varlets  ih 
if  rr\r'-t(d  a  her  ot  drfi.nirr  n;iiiii  tiiir  postil- 
lion, who  in  his  turn  looked  back  at  his 
friend  the  conducteur  with  •  flourish  of  his 


whip  a'hd  a  aort  of  half  laugh,  as  much  as  to 
sa\,  ".\  mighty  pretty  joke,  this — but  I  t'  f 
them  soort^  know  Mhom  they  have  got  to 
deal  with."  Then,  shouting  afresh  to  his 
hordes  and  simultaneoiish  acplving  the  lash 
in  quick  succession  to  the  rlanks  of  all  fis'e. 
he'gave  doubled  velocity  t,o  our  career,  which 
neither  hill  nor  dale  was  capable  of  arresting. 

.\lter  a  hard  run  of  .  ten  minutes,  ""bv 
Shrew  >bury  clock,"  in  which  oui  competitor 
manifested  extraordinary  bottom  and  speed, 
a  lengtli  we  passed  them  in  fine  stvie  0\\. 
then,  for  the  pencil  of  a  Hogarth  to  prrpct 
uate  the  emotions  of  triumph  and  exultation 
dei>icted  oil  our  postillion's  countenance, 
and  the  woiikings  of  self  satisfaction  that 
shone  forth  in  his  various  gesticulations.  To 
Us  he  iicxhled  <  "iiKratnlatioiis  on  the  \utoi\ 
he  had  i^ist  ganuil,  a<ldiessing  his  friend  the 
conductor  with  many  a  Sacre  ,Dieu  against

Trte  vanquished  pltrty.  however,  were  not

THIS  carriage  and  Hs  e',;r;'nieiii  is  ah  >iit 
the  "slickest"  rig  operating  in  any 
British  Columbia  mill  today.  It  is  the  only 
machine  in  the  mill  operated  by  steam'. 
C.eorge  Robinson  tells  me  as  we  stand  watch- 
ing it  that  the  carriage  weiylis  twenty-five 
tons,  and  that  it  travels  at  times  as  fast  as 
twenty-seven  miles  an  hour.  It  is  operated, 
be  SA\ s.  hv  a  "gun"  e>  tinder,  fourteen  inrlies 
111  diameter  and  sixty  six  feet  m  length,  with 
175  pounds  of  ste.mi  presMit-e  'behind  the 
piston.  I  rould  readily  believe  there  was  a 
lot  of  "pep"  behind  it.  for' its  exhaoiitini^  had 
prrtii  near  eshaiisted  nu  guessing  ahilifif* 
trying  to  figure  what  it  was  all  about  the 
night  before. 

The  sawn  timlier  travels  through  an 
"edger"  or  passes  on  to  a  wide  sloping  con* 
veyoe  rttnning  under  a  battery  of  saws,  each 
one  operating  independetitly.  the  operator 
sifting  in  a  small  suspended  enclosure 
directly  behind  and  above  the  moving  slabs, 
A%  the  stream  is  continuous,  he  has  to  site 
up  each  bit  quickly,  and  the  saw  nearest  tbt 
length  >vhirh  will  take  of!  the  Wtttt  .««4t 
drops  and  trims  it  smartly. 

Sorting,  resawing  and  planing,  the  timber

whnh  coinevors  lo.iH  what  is  salcii.'e  tor 
fuel  111  V  ictoria  or  can  be  usetl  in  tlie  mill- 
town  and  at  the-  logging  camp  into  wood 
cars  or  siotxs,  while  what  i>  not  w.mted  is 
carried  to  the  Inirner.  'Ihe  mamitai  iiired 
lutplier  is  fiisi rihiiteil  various  /ones  aho  n 
the  hnished  lumber  deck,  while  sawdust  and 
shavings  are  all  conveyed  to  the  boiler-room, 
where  tills  refuse  is  fed  info  the  fires  a:ito- 
maticatly  through  gaUani/ed  iion  pipes, 
^  supplying  the  fuel  energy  to  dnve  the  elmrie 
motive  power  running 'the  mill  and  lighting 
'the  town/ 

•  A  secret  of  successful  mill  operation  is  to 
keep  lumber  moving.  So  far,  Youbou  has 
been  able  to  do  "this.  While  the  finished 
Inmlier  deck  cm  store  tuniiv  milli'  ii  'rr:, 
the  mill  IS  cutting  between  six  and  seven 
million  feet  a  month,  This  output  would 
soon  choke  up  .storage  facilities  if  the  product 
didn't  move  fast.  Every  day  ttiere  is  a  long 
train  of  manufactured  lumber  hauled  from 
the  mill  to  the  assembly  plant  at  Victoria, 
and  some  days  two  trains.  The  manner 
adopted  to  load  these  trains  gives  ^'onlioii 
another  advantage  in  the  e(onomical 
handling  of  hitnt>er.  The  c  ars  arc  "spotted" 
in  between  the  lumber  piles,  an  overhead 
traveling  crani*  working  back  and  forth  and 
Airo.s,  pH  king  up  the  material  waiitefl  and 
carrying  it  to  the  eafs  standing  on  two  load- 
ing ways.

Whatever  affects  the  weather  affects, 
directly  or  indirectly,  most  phenomena  pf  the 
hving  v  '.rld  The  elTei  t  iiia-.  be  immediate 
or  dclasrd,  slight  or  donniiaiit  It  long  has 
been  observed  that  thany  sui  li  natural  pli<  - 
nomena  progress  in  Cycles.  The  wave-like 
progression  is  noted  in  such  diverse  fields  as 
the  atiiind.iipr  of  game,  the  flui  tiiations  of 
business,  the  lielhgereiue  «^f  nations.  In 
most  case'si  the  cycles  have  'defied  explana- 
tion or  forrel.iiion  with  one  aii'  ther. 

Dr.  .\bbot,  seeking  verifiration  of  his 
hypothesis,  explored  various  wavedike  move- 
ments ranging  from  the.  numbers  of  h,h  m 
the  North  ,\tlantir  to  the  yearlv  growth  of 
"serjiio  a  trfs  .V'"io  \  <  a:  a^/o.  In  each  rase 
be  found  evidence  that  the  twenty-three-year 
cycle  was  exerting  its  effect  thirough  its  in- 
fluence 'on  the  n-rather.  althougti  at  times  it 
might  be  obscured  by  other  influences  chang- 
ing the  phases  and  ampliitudes  of.  the  cycles.

ON' I'l  of  the  most  signifi' .oi'  d'm  ti^'ra- 
tions  of  the  twenty-three  .ear  c> (le  is 
derived  from  the  fluctuations  in  the  abun- 
dance of  cod  and  mackerel  in  the  North 
Atiaritir.  as  reflei  ted  in  the  annual  (at<he«. 

Dr.  .M)l)Ot  analv/rd  the  animal  re'ords 
since .  1804,  introducing  )he  proper  correc- 
tions for  the  growth  of  thr  fishing  industry 
and  the  improvement  of  e'piipnient  It  long 
has  been  known  to  fishermen  that  the  num- 
bers of  these  fish  fluctuate  en'irmously  from 
year  to  year.  The  reason  h*s  been  unknown. 
Of  late  years  it  has  been  poisible  to  make 
empirical  forecasts  at  the  Start  o'f  Ctch  aegSM 
by  intensive  sampling. 

Now  ocean  fishes  feed  largely  on  plankton, 
the  minute  plant  iife  of  the  sea.  Each  year's 
plankton  crop  is  quite  sensitive  to  weather 
conditions,  and  the  nuhibcr  of  fish  that  tan 
survive  is  strictly  brotted  by  -the  food  supply.

Not  mar.y  of  the  p;»rents  could  read 
or  write,  but  they  had  learned  a  great  deal 
from  the  outdoor  life  they  led  and  from  the 
tales  of  long  ago  told  them  by  the  old  people.

The  weather  is  mild,  but- not 
warm  on  the  shores  of  the  Bajtii.  Riga  was 
a  great  Russian  port  and  there  are  splendid 
buildingt  there,  in,  which  much  business  is 
doiie.

THE  benefiU  to.be,  derived  (roni  com- 
pleting the  prepiration  of  the  •oil  *uf- 
fif  ieiitlv  in  advancf  r>f  planting  tiitl*  to 
allow  of  Its  >ettlinK  firmly,  and  »o  assuming 
the  iiiechanicai  tondition  (  on<lu(  i\r  to  sonnd, 
healthy  growth,  cannot  be  oVer-estimafed. 
Particularly  is  Ihii  to  in  the  c»»e  of  bnlboui 
plants  S  il.  ''inctU  setflrment  does  not, 
it  it  true,  retard  tluir  prr.nress  to  the  wme 
extcat  plints  whuh  are  transferred  to  the 
■oil  with  an  already  active  root  system,  but, 
on  the  other  hand,  they  »re  even  less  fitted  to 
dcri^  full  benefit  from  manures  wbirh  are 
incorpor&ted  at  the  time  oi  planting.  Thi!i 
ii  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  great 
majority  ofhtilbous  subjects  are  not  improved 
by  the  addition  to  the  soil  of  any  quantity 
of  animal  manure.  liiMiiid,  tlicv  are  aitually 
injured  by  its  presence,  «hiLh  will  have  the 
effect  of  encouraging  the  production  of  toft, 
unhealthy  Krowih,  in  ad'hti-  n  to  ruining  the 
health  and  strength  of  the  tuilhs  themselves. 

On  the  other  hand,  they  arc  equally  un- 
happy in  a  poor  humu-k-starved  soil.  Nothing 
IS  more  condiuive  to  the  striking  of  a  happy 
medium  between  the  tun  cotiditions  than 
timely  soil  preparation.  Chemical  fertilizera, 
which  are  ao  often  employed,  are  not  imme- 
diaielv  available  to  the  roof*.

THE  stately  grace  of  tuhpt  i->  a  inm  hon- 
ored feature  .  in  Spring  gardens,  and 
varieties  of  the  Darwin  aectien  in  particular 
are  ideally  adapted  to  more  or  less  formal 
beds  and  borders.  In  the  first  place,  the 
flowers  are  of  more  strictly  formal  outline 
than  the  majority  of  the  Cottage  section,  and 
their  rich  and  infinitely  varied  colorings  make 
the  planning  of  cxlur  .sihemes  a  simple  but 
engrotting  Usk.  Nearly  all  of  the  varieties 
in  thit  section  are  characterised  1^  long, 
stout  stems. 

Ii>r  the  most  part,  the  Darwin  varieties 
are  ilie  jiroduct  of  the  famous  Dutch  bulb 
fields,  and  the  result  of  many  years'  careful 
hybridisation  and  selection.  At  a  result, 
varietir,  are  m-  rf  than  numerous  Trobablv 
the  best  known  of  all  is  that  old  favorite 
•aimon-pinic  Clara  Bun.  Ahhough  s  com- 
paratively  small  flower,  and  possessing 
neither  thr  heifcht  nor  the  substance  of  some 
nt  the  iirw  er  giants,  ir  t«  a  hrrriv  'hatit-  -)V 
bed  of  this  variety,  with  a  carpcnting  of 
myosotia  or  lavender  violas,  is  a  rather  more 
subdued  rnlor  si  heme  than  usually  finds 
favor,  but  it  is  one  wlinh  ran  be  recom- 
mended with  every  confidence. 

To  provide  a  more  marked  contrast,  a  few 
bulbs  of  the  to-called  Black  Tulip,  La  TuNpe 
Soir,  a  verv  deep  and  velvetv  maroon,  should 
be  interspersed  throughout  the  bed  In 
height  and  habit  it  is  identical  with  Clara 
Butt.-  More  massive  kinds  of  similar  shades 
are  Vaust,  a  dark  pluin  purple,  with  a  blackish 
sheen,  uhith  reaches  nearly  a  yard  in  height, 
and  Baron  de  la  Tonnaye,  anottier  tall 
grower,  with  rose-pink  flowers,  edged  wifh 
a  paler  tonr  Roth  of  the«e  varieties  have 
huge  bloom*,  in  keeping  with  their  robust 
growth.  KiiiK  Harolfl,  a  deep  blood-rrim- 
son;  The  Bishop,  rich  flawless  purple;  Orange 
Perfection,  a  most  brilliant  shade  of  salmon- 
crn^r;  The  f'liaiit,  violrt;  and  The  Inter- 
natipnal,  deep  purple,  are  other  splendid 
varieties  well  worthy  of  consideration. 


Sow  Pansies  in  Augustfor 
Bloom  With  the  Bulbs 
Next  Year 

PANSY  plants  such  «s  arc  sold  in  flower 
in  early  Spring  piay  be  grown  fluite 
easily  by  the  gardener  who  has  a  cold  frame. 
The  seed  is  sown  in  .Xugust  in  a  seed  bed 
which  can  be  shaded  and  watered. 

Seed  of  one  of  the  giant 'strains  should  be 
obtained  if  one  wants  large  flowers.  If  small 
flowers  are  preferred,  the  so-called  tufted  or 
Scotch  pansies  will  <l>  drtter.  \  iolas  may 
alto  be  givert  the  same  treatment.  All  pan- 
tics  are  members  of  the  viola  family,  but 
the  name  pansy  is  applied  to  those  which 
have  "faces." 

If  vou  h.ive  a  seed  bed  made  of  fine  toil 
ihaded  with  a  canopy  of  cheesecloth  or  lath, 
and  which  can  be  watere'd,  sow  the  teed  in 
rows.  If  you  have  no  sued  sfeed  bed,  prepare 
a  flat  iihallovv  hox  full  of  sifted  toil  in  the 
usual  manner  .tinl  sow  the  pansies  ■  i 
It  can  be  placed  in  a  shady  spot  and  kept 
wtit  iMttred  eintil  tKc  sUcdltngs  appear.

Setting  out  a  supply  of  perennials  this 
Summer  for  transplanting  next  Fall  it  easier 
th.in  V  1)11  might  imagine  If  ymi  have  a  i  old 
trame  or  sc>me  corner  of  the  garden  which  is 
protected  from  the  worst  weather  and  may 
in  some  way  be  shaded,  your  troubles  will 
be  small;  A  good  plan  is  to  sink  small  boxca^ 
with  the  bottoms  removed,  into  the  ground*  .

would  permit  us.  by  i  Lii  t  iig  v.rv  e.irlv  and 
using  the  long  season  to  the  best  adv.niiage, 
to  produce  seed  during  the  one  year. 
We  •iuccrriird  in  producing  some  seed,  but 
under  great  dittieuhy.  Hefore  the  seed  was 
ripe  we  were  running  into  the  wet  season, 
with  altnost  constant  rain.  Any  pcr>on  yiho 
undertakes  to  harvest  vegetable  or  flower 
seeds  u.ider  ^in  h  conditions  knows  v  hal  rhat 
.means.  In  fact,  the  threshing,  cleaning  and 
drvfng  of  the  seed  is  neiit  to  impossible. 

riiciikih  during  an  e-peciallv  favourable 
season  one  mav  sucieed,  taking  tbe  yean 
together  nothing  but  disappointment  awaits. 
Apart  from  all  this,  if  one  attemptt  to  induce 
g  biennial  to  bear  teed  dutinig  the  firit  seaton 
and  constantly  keep  ^electing  seed  produced 
from  plants  of  this  kind,  he  is  likely  to  run 
into  difficulty.  Some  of  ut  have  teen  beets 
obtained  in  thit  way  which  sent  up  a  flower 
stock  the  fr«f  season  when  beet  roots  were 
wanted. 

As  Fill  Annuals 

C.MLIFI.OWKR  seed  has  not  been 
produced  In  Canada  to  any  extent  until 
«)iiite  recentlv.  when  the  F. xperimenlal  Sta- 
tion at  Saanichton  developed  a  scheme  which 
works  well  and  is  now  being  used  by  several 
growers  on  Vancouver  Island.  In  a  wprd, 
the  plants  are  treated  as  Fall  annuSls.  The 
seed  IS  planted  in  co!d  frame-  in  .\iigust  or 
September.  When  the  seedlings  have  made 
the  necessary  growth  they  are  pricked-oui 
int  <  otlifr  frames,  spaced  ahniit  four  inche-- 
apart  each  way.  Ih:s  is  probahh  as  good  a 
•  way  as  any,  and  certamlv  n  the  easiest  wav 
we  know.  However,  the  seedlings  may  be 
placed  in  three-inch  clav  or  paper  pots  and 
srf  as  flnsc  together  .1  ^  nia\  he.  If  the  soil 
tends  to  dry  out  too  much,  the  tpace  between 
th«  pott  may  ,be  filled  with  .soil.  Other 
growers  use  little  blocks  of  tttrf  turned  up-

The  plants  are  carried  in  these  cold  iiames 
all  Winter.  Not  many  placet  in  Canada  will  ■ 
permil  of  such  handling,  but  with  the  ordinary 
sash  iand  a  covering  of  i.niivas  or  gree'nh.'Ufe 
mats  they  come  through  the  Winter  without 
injury.  These  plants  go  to  the  field  in  very 
ear'v  season,  sometimes  as  early  as  the  first 
week  in  .March,  ii  tlie  weather  and  soil  will 
permit.  Following  such  procedure,  one  may 
look  for  very  excellent  heads  in  May,  some- 
times very  early  in  May..  If  the  market 
gardener  should  he  Ki  '">\ink'  i  .i  i'iflnwer^  oiilv 
for  the  sake  of  the  heads,  he  will  find  that  a 
ready  market,  exists  for  his  product  about 
this  time,  but  if  his  object  is  to  produce  seed 
be  will  now  root  out  everything  whub  is 
defective  in  any  way.

are  allowed  to  develop  during  the  seed  pod 
formation,  the  pods. will  take  on  a  dwarfed 
appearance,  while  the  resulting  seed  will  be 
small  and  of  poor  <jiial;l\  Many  recom- 
mendatidns  have  been  made  for  the  control 
of  these  insects.

Central  FAperiinental 
Harm  has  indicated  that  fish  oils  of  poor, 
quality  may  contain  certain  poisonous  sub- 
stances which  ate  (|e>r  mi'-nta!  to  ;Jrow  th, 
uniformity  and  egg  production  pf  chickeni. 
It  was  also  found  that  in  most  rases  oilt 
wliiih  are  hi;:h  in  frrr  taMy  a<  id  content 
are  also  high  in  these  poisonuns  prodiutt, 
although  thit  is  not  necessarily  alwayt  the 
cate.  Th.ete  substancet  are  nitrogennus  in 
nature  and  originate  through  decomposition 
of  liver  or  other  body  material  in  the  oils, 
by  en/yiiie*  and  bacteria.  They  are  apt  to 
be  present  in  comparatively  large  amounts 
when  ttale  livers  are.  used  f  .r  rendering  oil 
or  when  oilt  are  not  carefully  rendered  and 
contain  liver  niaterial.  The  same  (oritlitions 
usually  bring  about  a  high  free  .fatty  acid 
contet^t  of  the  oiL  •  Hence.  oil.  Wilifd*  by  the 
sun-rendering  process  v^ill  iisually.be  h'igh 
in  both  toxic  nitrogenous  products  and  free 
fatty  acids,  s^hile  steam-rendered  oils  will 
usually  not  be  so.  unless  made  frum  ttale 
livers.  It  follow  s,  therefore,  that  an  oti  high 
in  free  fatty  acids  and  nitrogen  /■-.,  products 
has  either  been  poorly  processed,  or  made  ' 
from  ttale  fish  materials,  or  bbth,  and  should- 
'  not  be  purchased. 

The  eflfects  of  these  poisonorn  products 
may  vary  from  only  a  t1ig<  '  ■  ^  .wth, 
uniformity  and  egg  production  to  very 
•criotts  stuntrng  of  growth  and  high  mor- 
tality, depending  upon  flieir  concentration. 
(Jils  Sold  by  reiialde  dealers  urt  iiiually  cif 
a  stated  fr;e  tatty  acid  content,  and  the 
pure  hater  should,  therefore,  buy  only  oils 
of  low  content  i2  to  4  per  rent  or  less), 
sin<r  this  constitutes  the  only  means  of 
estimating  theM  toxic  products'  at  present 
available.
